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Applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable over the prior art of record 
because Stinson does not teach or suggest a Co-Cr-Mo alloy fine wire "consisting of the 
presently claimed ranges of Cr and Mo and the remainder Co and inevitable impurities has not 
been found persuasive. The broad disclosure of Stinson (see column 3 lines 43-45, column 5 
lines 22-45), does not require Ni (or N or C). 

Applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable oyer the.priorart of record 
because Stinson does not teach Mo within the amended range has not been found persuasive. It is 
held that 8wt% Mo (taught by Stinson) is a close approximation of the presently claimed 
minimum of "more than 8 weight%". A prima facie case of obviousness exists where the claimed 
ranges and prior art ranges do not overlap but are close enough that one skilled in the art would 
have expected them to have the same properties. Titanium Metals Corp. of America v. Banner, 
778 F.2d 775, 227 USPQ 773 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (Court held as proper a rejection of a claim 
directed to an alloy of "having 0.8% nickel, 0.3% molybdenum, up to 0.1% iron, balance 
titanium" as obvious over a reference disclosing alloys of 0.75% nickel, 0.25% molybdenum, 
balance titanium and 0.94% nickel, 0.31% molybdenum, balance titanium.). 

Applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable over the prior art of record 
because the prior art does not specify the instant Mo concentration ratio or internal structure 
phase components has not been found persuasive. As stated in the final rejection, because the 
prior art teaches an overlapping Co-Cr-Mo alloy composition formed into a fine wire, and 
wherein the composition of said wires are substantially homogeneous (Stinson at column 5 lines 
9-10), it is held that substantially the same properties, such as Mo concentration ratio (directly 
related to the homogeneity of the composition) or internal structure phase components (directly 
related to the alloying ranges- see for instance, a phase diagram), are expected to occur. 

When the Examiner has established a prima facie obviousness, the burden then shifts to 
the applicant to rebut. In re Dillon, 919 F.2d 688, 692, 16 USPQ2d 1897, 1901 (Fed. Cir. 1990) 
(en banc). Rebuttal may take the form of "a comparison of test data showing that the claimed 
compositions possess unexpectedly improved properties. . . that the prior art does not have, that 
the prior art is so deficient that there is no motivation to make what might otherwise appear to be 
obvious changes, or any other argument., that is pertinent." Id. at 692-93; USPQ2d 1901. 

Applicant has not directed the examiner to specific evidence of unexpected results/ 
properties that are clearly distinct from the prior art of record, or criticality of the instant claimed 
range (wherein said results must be fully commensurate in scope with the instantly claimed 
ranges, etc. see MPEP 716.02 d).
